DATE WITH 
DESTINY 


It look as if someone has had a quiet word in the ear of Diego 
Maradona. Gone are most of the tantrums, he is starting to give 
interviews and is even behaving in a normal fashion —- or at least as 
normal as one of the most hounded players in the world can ever be. 

It looks as if Maradona has found out that the Aussie soccer press is 
nowhere near as bad as the mass—hysteria papparazzi of Europe and South 
America. 

That's good news for the game because there is little doubt that Sunday's 
clash is the most important match that Australia has ever played. 
Nevertheless, the Aussies aren't there to be another stage in the Diego 
Maradona comeback story. Despite the huge odds stacked against them 
they are playing for a place in the finals and we should all cheer them on 
until we are hoarse. 

Round 2 of the CCSL sees the postponement of two scheduled games but 
there is enough left on the programme to continue the excitement of last 
weekend. The standard of play is just as good as in recent years which 
bodes well for the future of the game. 

Given the amount of young players who made their CCSL debuts last 
weekend we are set for a bumper season. 

John Constantine's disclosures on Asian club competition (see article) and 
our World Cup qualifying path are a further shot in the arm. It now looks 
almost certain that Australia will have a qualifying route through Asia for 
1998. But after so many campaigns have been fought — and lost at the last 
hurdle — it would be insanity to toss our lot totally into the Asian bag. FIFA 
have only decided to review our qualification route because of results on 
the international field. 

Maybe Oceania is something of a joke, but it's ours. Our qualification 
route, or whichever team represents Oceania, should be as winners of our 
own. confederation playing off against the winners of one of the Asian 
sections. The very worst we should accept is for our winners to go straight 
into the final round. 

Don't sell out the smaller Oceania countries by jumping ship now. 

By keeping a part of our present status World Cup finals qualification 
should be ours about three times out of every four trophies. That allows for 
old foes New Zealand to get up every so often — as they always will - and 
kick the stuffing out of us, and also for the occasional surprise result. 

The rest of the time we should be ensconced as one of the 24 finalists, 
enjoying such benefits as England, Brazil, Argentina and West Germany - 
recognised as the leaders in their parts of the footballing globe. 

Soccer, would then become a major sport in Australia swamping the other 
codes with the kind of media exposure that only a good World Cup run 
will bring. 
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In the programme for the 
Canadian World Cup clash I 
wrote an article entitled 'Two 
Steps to Heaven', one which 
showed how _ tantalisingly 
close Australia was to 
reaching its ultimate goal - a 
place in the World Cup finals. 

Well, since then history has 
recorded that Australia 
eliminated Canada in_ the 
most dramatic fashion, in a 
penalty shoot out after extra 
time had failed to separate the 
two sides. 

Now, we are just one step 
away, with the only 
difference being that, of 


course, Australia knows its 
final opponent, it knows that 
it must get past the might of 
Argentina. 

Can Thommo's Tornadoes 
take that last gigantic step? 
They are certainly knocking 
on heaven's door, and there 
are a few pundits out there 
who think that they are 
actually ready to boot the 
door down. 
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Argentina seem invincible, 
their very reputation as one of 
the major world soccer 
super—powers is awesome. | 
Twice winners of the World ~ 
Cup how could they possibly 
be eliminated by Australia, 
country which has only ever 
qualified for the finals once 
before and has never, ever 
won a game in the World 
Cup finals? 


Can Australia, a third world 
soccer country , knock out 
the mighty gaucheros? 

Ask Fuastino Asprilla about 
that, the brilliant Colombian 
danced through the Argentine 
defence as if it was made out 
of custard — al] yellow and no 
backbone. 

Maradona has said that the 
Colombians weren't five 
goals better - just who is he 


trying to kid, himself? 

The truth is that soccer 
doesn't give a hoot for 
reputations. 

Go onto the pitch at the 
Sydney Football Stadium 
thinking that Australia is an 
easybeat and you'll end up in 
the dressing room in tears. 

Other teams have suffered 
in the past, including 
Argentina themselves who 


were on the end of a 
comprehensive 4-1 thrashing 
courtesy of a Charlie Yankos 
inspired Socceroo eleven. 
That game was back in '88 
during the Bicentennial Gold 
Cup and current Argentinian 
coach Alfio Basile can say 
what he likes about that being 
an experimental team but he 
knows the hurt __ that 
Argentinian pride suffered 


that day. 

Ask goalkeeper Luis Islas 
what it felt like to pick four 
Aussie balls out of his net — 
he's in the current squad. 

Having already been 
humiliated by the 
Colombians, Basile wouldn't 
dare show his face in the 
pampas if his country is 
beaten by Australia.

But 
the only man with the complete answer is still looking for the clue which will 
make his own mind up. 

Coach Eddie Thomson has to sort out the Argentinian possibilities before he 
finalises the team that has gone through his every thought for the last four 
weeks. 

Fans can expect a battle-royal with the Sydney Football Stadium being no 
place for the faint hearted. I expect Argentina to adopt a 4:4:2 formation 
which would allow them to play for control of the midfield. That in tum 
would allow them to hit Australia on the break. 

That sort of formation would suit Australia's currently favoured style which 
sees a sweeper operate at the back and a single striker backed up with another 
front runner lying off. 

Possibly Thomson will play Zelic as a conventional sweeper and use Milan 
Ivanovic as an extra marker, probably picking up Maradona.

Australian soccer is set to 
launch on an ambitious new 
phase with the 
announcement by ASF 
Chairman, John Constantine, 
that CCSL clubs _ will 
participate in 
competition. 

In the past the ASF has 
been strongly criticised for 
largely ignoring the league 


clubs in favour of its | 


extensive national team | 
commitment. | 
But the new-look 


Federation has recognised | 
the need to boost the image | 


of the game at club level. 


"We have concentrated | 


much of our resources in the 
past on the national teams," 
Constantine said at the 
launch of the 1993/94 
Coca-Cola Soccer League 
season at Sydney's Novotel 
last week. 

"It is time that we fostered 
club competition." 

Despite media reports to 
the contrary it is unlikely 
that Australian clubs will 
participate in the Asian Club 
Championship. 

This would clash with 
existing league commitments 
and would be difficult to 
implement without a drastic 
change to our domestic set- 


up.

Instead it is likely that the 
champion club of Australia 
will compete in a tournament 
with champions of other 
countries, possibly Japan and 
Korea. 

"I have had extensive talks 


with executives of the 
Japanese and Korean 
Federations," said 


Constantine. 


"The ASE i is not making 
noise just for the sake of it, we 
are deeply committed to this 
programme." 

Marconi coach Frank Arok 
also revealed in an exclusive 
interview with Simply Soccer 


that the current CCSL 
champion has already received 
an offer to play against the 
Korean champions. 

"Yes, we had talked about 
the possibility," said Arok. 

"But there just wasn't 
enough time to put it into 
operation.

"It is appropriate that the 
Federation should push for 
this sort of competition 
because we really need that 
injection to push our game. 

"There has been so much 
concem with the national 
team lately. 

"We cannot have good 
players unless we have a 
good competition.

"Neither can we sell a 
product to the public which is 
unfinished, something that is 
still raw, semi-finished." 

Arok built up one of 
Australia's best ever club

The Marconi maestro also 
sees the Asian connection as 
a paving stone on the road to 
full time professionalism. 

"We haven't yet produced a 
player who is worth that 
magic $1 million transfer 
fee," says Arok. 

"When our clubs can afford 
to pay a player a salary in the 
region of $100,000 - enough 
to have a comfortable living 
— then our football will be a 
finished product .

British fans are divided 
about him; some say he's 
great, some say he's a pain in 
the proverbial. 

In Glasgow, a city where he 
was once revered, at least 50% 
of the city hates him. 

Of the other half, part of 
those are glad to see the back 
of him also, simply because 
his performances kept ‘Super 
Ally' McCoist on the bench — 
or at least the Glasgow 
Rangers manager's perception 
of those performances. 

Maurice Johnstone, born in 
Scotland's industrial heartland 
of Glasgow over 30 years ago, 
is a footballer who has 
continued to raise the 
temperature of supporters 
since he first made his debut 
with tiny Partick Thistle as a 
bustling eighteen—year—old. 

"He was brilliant," says 
lifetime Jags' supporter Andy 
Burton. 

"You know, we used to go 
down to Firhill just to see Mo 

lay. 

"The last time we had 
anything to shout about was 
ten years before, when Partick 
gave Celtic a duffing in the 
League Cup final. 

"T think that everybody 
expected him to be snatched 
up by one of the bigger clubs, 
but he really was a Jad about 
town. 

"Johnstone was very 
popular with the fans - both 
on and off the field." 

In fact, Johnston's celebrated 
night life had caused a few 
prospective buyers to cool 
towards the free—-scoring Scot. 

But not Elton John's 
Watford. 


Two years after making his 
debut for Thistle, the then 
Watford manager, Graham 
Taylor, came in with a bid that 

Partick couldn't refuse and the 
newly promoted First Division 
side grabbed a bargain. 

In his first season Johnstone 
scored an amazing 20 goals in 
only 29 league appearances, 
but the following season he 
was back in Scotland — 


and with Johnston again 
yearning for Scotland, 
Celtic went in for their 
enfant terrible once 
more. 

With Johnston proudly 
wearing the hooped shirt of 
Celtic at a Parkhead press 
conference, and declaring 
undying love for the 'Bhoys', 
the then Rangers' manager 
Graeme Souness nipped in,

playing for Celtic. 

"I've always wanted to play 
for Celtic," said a contrite 
Johnstone at the time. 

"This is the move I've 
always wanted. 

"Celtic are one of the biggest 
clubs in the world, and I never 
want to leave Parkhead." 

The more cynical amongst 
Glasgow's legion of football 
writers were putting bets on 
how long he would stay, citing 
a longing for Glasgow's clubs 
and pubs rather than any 
homesickness as his reason for 
returning north. 

But three seasons later 
Johnston was off again — to 
the easier and less physical 
French league with 
unfashionable Nantes. 

After another two seasons, 
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and signed the star from 
under his rivals' noses. 

Despite the fact that 
Glasgow's Daily Record had 
leaked the story some days 
before that Johnston was 
being hunted by Rangers, 
no-one believed it. 

Johnston was a Catholic, 
and Rangers only signed 
good Proddy sons. 

"They are the only club I've 
ever wanted to play for," said 
Johnston — a phrase he has 
used with monotonous 
regularity at every one of his 
five clubs. 

Souness, one of Johnston's 
long time admirers upset the 
Ibrox faithful by preferring 
him to McCoist — keeping 
Super Ally on the bench so 
long that he was nicknamed 


‘the judge'. 

In 1991 Everton picked him 
up for a bargain $3.4 million. 
New Rangers’ manager 
Walter Smith didn't see a 
place in his strike force for 
the controversial Mo — 
preferring instead the 
rejuvenated McCoist and 
Mark Hateley — much to the 
delight of the Rangers’ 
following. 

Smith was proven correct, 
seeing McCoist pick up two 
successive European Golden 
Boots while Johnston's 
Everton career, after an 
uncharacteristically slow 
start, started to hit one bad 
patch too many. 

Now, with Tony Cottee in 
such fine form at Everton, 
Johnston's own future is very 
much on the line. 

And Super Mo has shown 
already that he doesn't like 
life out of the fast lane. 

Now the top class career of 
the Super Brat of Scottish 
football is seemingly over. 
Everton's decision to give 
Johnston a free transfer 
wasn't a means of repaying 
a,loyal club servant but 
simply a cost cutting exercise 
— away to get a top wage 
earner off the payroll, and as 
fast as possible. 

With the amount of good 
players heading for the dole 
queues in Britain it looks 
likely that any future 
Johnston does have lies in 
Europe, or busking around 
the lower leagues of England 
and Scotland. 

For the boy who seemingly 
once had it everything, now it 
might just be all over.

Tony Macedo admits to his 
fair share of football 
headlines. The former 
England Under 23 
international goalkeeper 
broke into the Fulham side at 
nineteen and went on to clock 
up over 500 English First 
Division appearances. 

Macedo is currently in 
Australia running an 
experienced eye over the local 
scene and ROBBIE 
WHEATLEY caught up with 
him for his comments on 
goalkeepers, the Mark 
Bosnich affair and the 
England team crisis. 


"I have no hesitation in 
advising Mark Bosnich to 
play fer his country. At 21 
years—of—age he can afford to 
lose his club position because 
he is young enough to 
recover it in the future," 
claims Macedo. 

This type of candid 
comment is indicative of a 
man who at the tender age of 
15 joined Fulham and made 
his League debut in 
December 1957. 

He was soon hailed as one 
of the best England 
goalkeeping discoveries for 
several seasons. 

In that era Macedo was a 
well built, but extremely agile 
goalkeeper who was born in 
Gibralter, spent his career in 
London, established 
goalkeeping clinics in South 
Africa over 25 years, and had 
playing stints in America and 
Canada in the early 1970's. 

After retiring from 
professional soccer at the age

of 30 Tony Macedo has spent 
a lifetime in football. 

While he is impressed with 
the great strides made by 
Australian born goalkeepers 
back in England, he also has 
a hint of caution in what they 
have achieved. 

"Mark (Bosnich) is a very 
good goalkeeper with a lot of 
potential but hasn't quite 
proven himself," Macedo 


asserted. 

"In my opinion he has 
gotten himself into a league 
not significantly better than 
the one he left." 

While many people will be 
astonished at this remark, 
Macedo is experienced in 
assessing player 
achievements, and is quick to 
highlight the outstanding 
breakthrough in the 
Bundesliga of Socceroo Ned 
Zelic. 

"You have to be careful 
with the standards that you 


compare them to, but with 
Zelic he has unquestionably 
reached a great height." 

Macedo's main claim to 
fame was fame was his 
involvement in the 
developing years with 
Manchester United. 

The South African born 
goalkeeper Gary Bailey was 
a Macedo product from the 


age of 10 who demonstrated 


outstanding fundamentals 
and made the transition to the 
big scene in spectacular style. 

Since his arrival in 
Australia, Tony Macedo has 
been an interested spectator 
at the pre-season and League 
Cup matches and has worked 
with CCSL clubs. 

His thoughts on the local 
scene are worth noting. 

"The big problem with 
some keepers is that they are 
not catching the ball. 

"Instead, they tend to be 
happy to put balls away. 


"There are also very bad 
technical problems with the 
amount of crosses that are not 
taken. 

"30% of what you save c an 
be negated by taking the 
cross." 

In his 25 years of 
goalkeeping instruction, 
including clinics in South 
Africa that ran for 15 years, 
Macedo has focussed his 
attention and interest in the 
12-18 age group. 

His intention has always 
been too avoid working 
keepers at too high a physical 
level. 

"This age group is still 
physically developing and 
misplaced practices are not 
only a waste of time, but 
prejudicial to development." 

In his playing days at 
Craven Cottage future 
England manager Bobby 
Robson lined up at inside— 
left for the Fulham club. 

The side also included 
future England star Alan 
Mullery and the team 
enjoyed great success and 
camaraderie. 

However, when reference is 
made to the 1993 England 
team Tony Macedo laughs 
briefly and then enters into a 
tirade of criticism which 
stems out of frustration at the 
current situation. 

"If you can't pick 11 
England internationals and 
you don't know what the 
outcome is going to be then 
something is wrong. 

"If you read something 
negative about Graham 
Taylor then you can believe it 
— he has not motivating skills 
or any ability to get on with 
players. 

"I have no remorse that the 
bubble has burst." 

Strong words from a man 
keen to make a contribution 
to the Australian scene which 
Macedo describes as being i in 
good shape. 

"Undeniably, playing ability 
and experience are two 
factors clubs could extract far 
more easily from Tony 
Macedo during his stay in 
Australia, a man who made 
countless saves over a long 
and successful career.
